The Articles for This Month 
MVRC Field Day 2018 
WASDJJ 

This year we located the 2018 Field Day operation at the corner of Del Rey 
and Telshore Extension. It was a deserted business location that used to be 
called Tee Time and was at one time a golf driving range. We has a nice opera- 
tional site with two motor homes and great parking. The area was also easy for 
visitors to find us and was also on the walking path for those who walk the flood 
control dam. 

We setup operations with two motor homes with air conditioning and genera- 
tors. One site was for CW and digital and the other operated SSB phone. 

We did operations to simulate emergency situations where there is no com- 
mercial power available and operating at a remote site as a disaster location. 
But we were not without our creature comforts. We used various antenna styles 
and configurations but the CW station relied on two vertical single band an- 
tenns on 20m and 40m as the main antennas. 

My participation log showed 25 participants and visitors to the site plus 
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KG5VJW (logging) and WA5DJJ operating SSB during the first day, 


there were folks who stopped in wondering what we were doing and received infor- 
mation sheets on our hobby and were encouraged to join our hardy band of radio 
experimenters. All in all, the visitors were very receptive to what we were doing 
and numbered about the same as the participants. I think the number of visitors 
were somewhat limited by the oppressive 105 to 107 degree temperatures that 
day. But there were still some brave souls there. 

There were two brave amateurs that took on the task of trying to get the 100 
point bonus for a satellite contact. They really worked hard on this project and 
even though, for various reasons, a satellite contact was not obtained, a lot was 
learned about the process. 

Now for the statistics 

SSB phone contacts = 37 CW contacts = 135 Digital FT8 = 16 

Total contacts = 189 

We should earn bonus points in the following areas: 

Solar powered contacts—3 SSB contacts using solar power—100 points 

Copied the ARRL Field Day Bulletin—100 [points 

100% emergency power—100 pOints 

Stations located in a public area—100 points 
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Having a public information table an passing out info—100 points 

Operations taking place with low power (les than 150 watts x 2 contacts 

Having a public official present 

Publicity in some media

year’s Field Day. I want to thank all the visiting operators and want to expressly 
thank Bob Rover, KB6DYM, for the hamburger barbeque for supper and breakfast 
which was a welcome break for all and Furman Smith, KF5KHL, for the cold 
drinks and support setting up and tearing down.
